npHE inauguration next Saturday 
of an annual series of high 
school band festivals, sponsored by 
Kappa Kappa Psi, may mark the 
beginning of a productive build- 
ing-for-the-future campaign by the 
heretofore more or less inactive 
band organization. 

The possibilities of future bene- 
fit from such sn annual even are 
multiple. 

Not the least of .them Is the 
publicity which the University band 
will receive among high school 
musicians of Washington and the 
surrounding territory, and among 
student musicians who are not now 
members of the band. 

Two conspicuous needs of the 
band during Its five years exist- 
ence here have been a source of 
new talent and a mans of tapping 
the supply of latent talent in the 
University. 

The festival should provide an- 
sweirs to both problems. 

The , Hatchet spensoryd Scholastic 
t^ess Association has definitely 
been effective in creating interest 
in the paper among high school 
Journalists who anticipate entering 
the University. At the .present 
time, there are several members 
of The Hatchet staff holding key 
positions who have been delegates 
to the Press Convention. 

The band can expect to benefit 
in the same manner.

Appropriations Committee Deserves \ 
Credit for Outstanding Bit of Union ! 
Legislative Work.

what was undoubtedly the most thoroughly * 
prepared and carefully written bill yet to be 
considered by the Union was reporte^l out and 
voted on at the meeting last Wednesday night. I'his 
was the tax bill which the committee, under the 
able chairmanship of Eddie Robertson, had been 
working on for most of the year. 

Entitled **A BILL to provide revenue, siipplify 
and equalize taxation, balance the budget, and for 
other purposes”, the salient features of the bill as 
recommended by the committee are: 

Tula I: Income Tnxee and Bates: 

Herein is provided taxation on Individual in- 
comes with single person exemption of 11,500 and ^ 
married person (head of family) exemption of 

13.000. The rate of tax on net taxijiie In^me up 
to 13,000 li to be 6%. Incomes between 89.000 
and M,0(X) would be taxed at 8% and then there 
are brackets of 82,000 each with a tax Jump of 
2% for each bracket; that is. the rate on in- 
comes from 16,000 to S8.000 is 10%. 18.000 to 810.- 
000 12%, and so on, until incomes of 826.000 are 
reached, when the bracket embraces the gap 

826.000432.000. This schedule obUins until in- 
comes of 880.000. the 880.000-880,000 group being 
taxed at tf% and the next ten thousand Jump 
at 90%. Then the brackets include 880,000 Jumps 
and the tax Is Jumped 5% for each bracket until 
incomes over 8300,000 are dealt with, when the 
Jumps are by 8100,000, the rate Jump per bracket 
remaining the same. Incomes from 8800,000 to 
8750,000 would be taxed at 85%. 1750.000-81,000.- 
000 at the rate of 87.5%. 81.000,000 to 82,000.000. 
90%. and over 82,000,000 would be taxed 98%. 

Title n: OorporatlOB Surplttsee: 

This provides for a graduated tax on undis- 
tributed net profits of corporations and a tax of 
33 1-3% on undistributed net income over 82.000 
of every corporation. 

Title m: Free seeing Taaee: 

This title seeks to re-establish the Processing 
Tax Aet of 1936 and takes In the s»<ailed "Wind- 
fell Tax”. 

Title IV: Bpeolal Unemployment Levies: 

Included In this are the usual excise taxes, a 
10% tax on ail advertising, an instrument tax, an 
attempt to do away with the exemption on gov- 
ernment securities, raising of the present gaso- 
line tax, and provision for "a Federal Lottery to 
be known as the Unemployed Lottery ... to be 
conducted semi-monthly by the Post Office De- 
partment; tickets *to be sold** by each postmaster 
or rural mall carrlen prizes to amount to 8X.000.- 
(XX> per month: all expenses incident to this lot- 
tery to come from the prooeeds of the lottery . . ,\ 
full net amount realized to be used to aid the 
unemployed as may be directed by CongrtM".

Apparently believing that the 
primary purpose of the tax bill

An amendment, offered by George 
Stevens, radically changed the bill 
as presented by Edward Robertson, 
chairman of the committee. 

As finally passed, the amendment 
adjusted the graduated rate on In- 
comes so that the lower and middle 
bracketed incomes would yield 
much more revenue than provided 
in the Robertson bill. f 

A proposal for a manufacturers’ 
excise tax, the so-called "InvUlble" 
tax, was rejected, as were provi- 
sions for a tax on lending libraHes 
and new books, and for an unem- 
ployed lottery, which were In the 
original bill.
